ITU a vote which

In Its size nnd vociferous In Its

last evening.

Mr. Dunne Files His 
Pearl 
Harbor 
Brief. 


(From Wednesday's 
dally.) 
The brief of United States Attorney 
Dunne 
In support of the motion for a 
ew trial 
In the case of United States 
ts. Honolulu Plantation 
Co., was 
tiled 
yesterday. 
Mr. Dunne's principal 
con- 
tention 
Is as to the alleged excessive 
nd extravugnnt 
valuation 
placed 
by 
the Jury upon the condemned land. "In- 
dependently of the conjectures of par- 
tisan experts," says 
plaintiff, 
"It 
Is 
plain that the land 
In question 
Is 
re- 
duced In value by being subjected 
to 
he burden 
of the railroad 
easement. 
There 
is nothing 
homogenous 
about 
this land; It varies In availability, pro 
ductiveness 
and depth of soil. 
Noth 
Ing Is more vital 
to the success of a 
plantation 
than water, but 
this 
land 
has no natural 
water supply, and Its 
only artificial water supply Is restrict- 
ed to Just one small brackish artesian 
veil. 
The place 
Is barren of Improve- 
ments. 
The land Is undeveloped 
nntl 
untested. It has never been ciopped; Its 
amiabilities are pure matters 
of guess 
and speculation. 
In brief this piece of 
land never has been put to nny useful 
purpose, has'been a source of expense 
lor rent and taxes and has never pro- 
duced one dollar of Income." 
The character 
of plulntlff's witnesses 
and 
the 
Interest 
of defendant's 
wit- 
nesses Is set out, 
together 
with 
the 
lump values placed 
upon 
the land by 
the latter. 
The testimony 
of Low as 
to value Is i eferred to as "Low's gym- 
nastics" 
and his four different 
valua- 
tions are also set out. 
"These stories 
uinnot 
all be true," says Mr. Dunne. 
"And 
11 Is Interesting 
to Inquire what 
Is to be thought of the case which is 
oompelled 
to descend to such shifts and 
disingenuous shuffling a. 
tills." 
Mr. Dunne tlgures from 
the 
JS0.000 
paid for the lease of 2900 acres for forty 
years that the lease of the 
land 
In 
question 
Is worth 
J28.50 an acre. 
Hut 
even 
this 
Is offset, 
he claims, by the 
following heavy discount.

The 
SCI acres 
never had an 
an- 
nual use. 
2. 
They never had a, yearly value.

They 
had 
never 
been 
cleared, 
pinned, 
sowed or cropped.

Nearly 
one-ha- lf 
Is useless and un- 
lit for cultivation.

They never produced any Income 
whatever.

The 
whole piece 
Is raw land that 
never has been cultivated, that never 
raised a crop, and 
whose 
capabilities 
are purely speculative.

Mr. Dunne refers also to the refusal 
of the request to allow Juror Kohn to 
view the land, but Ignores the charge 
of relationship to defendant's attorney. 
He nrgues also that the finding as to 
Improvement was wrong, and says that 
cultivation 
cannot 
be counted an 
Im- 
provement, and that the general law as 
to fixtures would 
compel the surrender 
to the lllshop Estate 
of all Improve- 
ments upon the expiration of the lease. 
Furthermore, 
there 
was 
no 
evidence 
upon which the Jury could base Its tlg- 
ures. 
"1 rely upon 
the principle that the 
compensation should be Just," says 
"It should not bo unjust, 
un- 
fair or excessive. 
Hut the verdict 
In 
this case 
Is grossly excessive because 
the Jury added on 
J15.20S 
for Improve- 
ments which did not exist or of which 
no 
market 
value 
was 
proved. 
And 
moreover 
he Jury went to extravagant 
lengths 
In the amount 
which 
It found 
for the value of the leasehold." 
In conclusion 
reference Is mado to 
hu 
' valuations 
upon 
different 
plantations 
made by the managers, 
and the 
dis- 
crepancy in the tlgures Is pointed out. 
Mr. Sllliman will probably submit his 
reply brief today or tomorrow.

the road, Ewa of the Star dairy, when 
his suspicion

exulted by

odor, upparetly 
proceeding 
from 
some decaying animal matter hidden In 
the sorghum. 
He 
Investigated, 
nnd 
camo across the body. 
This was nbout 
10:60 
11. 
111. 
Taylor told 
of the matter 
to n man named Charles 
Ilnmns, 
nnd 
nsKed him to go over to tho Star dairy 
and notify the police 
by telephone of 
the finding 
of the body. 
The telephone not being In working 
order, 
llnmos Informed Mounted 
Gumpfer, who lives 
In tho 
vi- 
cinity of Moanalua, nnd that officer im- 
mediately hastened 
to 
town 
with

news. 
A coroncr'sJury 
was 'speedily 
empan- 
eled, consisting of K. W. Weed, II. M.
